The complimentary dinner to Dr. Wilson, 
MON. WC. for this district on Wednesday 
evening last was very well attended consider- 
ing the disagreeable weather prevailing. The | 
spread, which was provided by C. Paquelet, 
was served in Kelly's hall and was first-class 
in every particalar. ables were arranged | 
in the hallin the form of a horse shoe. The 
chairman, D, Ross, occupied a place at the 
centre or head of the table, with the guest of | 
the evening on his right hand; the vice- | 
chrirman, J, A. McDougall, cecupied one end 
and the secretary of the Managing committee 
J. A. Petrie the other, Donner was served at 
30, Letters of regret at unavoidable ab- 
sence were read frou, Judge Travis, W. An- 
derson Indian Agent, Supt. Griesbach and 
others. The toasts were drank in tea, coffee 
and cold water. The chairman proposed The 
Queen ; The Governor General ; The Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. After these had been duly 
honored the chairman read an address of 
welcometo I. Wilson and proposed The 
Guest of the Evening. 

Dr. Wilson on rising was greeted with vig- 
orous applause. Alter expressing the pleas- 
ure that such a eathering gave him, he said 
that he would net on the present oecasion 
give an account of his doings in the North- 
West Council but would leave that for a pub- 
lic meeting to be held in the future when tree 


questions and criticisius would be possible. 
He would confine his attention to the dele- 
gation sent tof Ottawa by the North-West 
Counei and of which he was a member. He 
criticized the BULLETIN for its imperfect re- 
port of the bill of rights with which the dele- 
gation was entrust d; showed why adelega- 
tion was needed ; described the men compos 
ing it; and went over the items of the bill of 
rights in detail, dwelling especially on those 
that are of interest to this constituency. He 
explained why the government was unwilling 
to abolish the wood and hay taxes or tore 
duce the price of pre-emptions, but men- 
tioned that the regulations in regard to these 
matters would be modified.  V'romises had 
been made in regurd to most other conces- 
sions asked for, The trails from Edmonton 
to Calgary, Si. Albert and Ft. Saskatehewan 
will be surveyed and the outstanding claims 
ot half-breeds for scrip will be settled during 
the summer; 815,000 has been appropriated 
for the improvement of the North Saskatche- 
wan river; the advocates of the Peace river 
road were recommended to have their case 
ready to lay before the minister of the inten- 
or when he visits Edmonton during the sum 
mer ; the Torrens system of registering land 
is to be extended to the North-West. In 
speaking of the parliamentary represantation 
to be accorded to the Territories, he claimed 
that it was the best policy for the public men 
of this country to keep free from the ties of 
party polities in the eastand to unite for the 
advancement of the interests of the North- 
West, He sat down after a speech of about 
forty minutes amid applause. 

The Army and Navy was responded to by 
Sgt. Geldert of the police; The Dominion 
Parliament and North-West Council, by Dr. 
Wilson, who alluded in complimentary terms 
to the licutenant-governor and the members | 
of the Council; The Learned Professions, by 
Kev.
